Wife Shared His Success 


Shank's Prediction On His 
Retirement from Office Recalled 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 24 j'U.R) 
—AY hen Lew Shank ended his seeond 
term as mayor January 4, 1926, and 
turned over the keys to John 
L. 
Duvall, he made a prophecy that is 
interesting in view of Duvall having 
been found guilty of violating the 
corrupt practices act and sentenced 
to 30 days in jail. 
Shank, in presenting Duvall 
to 
the audience which filled the rotunda 
of the city hall, took Duvall by the 
arm and said: 
“ Say, if you don't tind it hotter 
than hall. I’m surprised 1" 


Indianapolis, 
Sept.

OJ.R) 
Lew Shank, age 55, whose boast 
it 
was that no one ever had shouted 
him down in debate, died in bed to­ 
day of natural causes. 
Through his profession as an auc­ 
tioneer and two terms as Mayor of 
Indianapolis, Shank earned a pecu­ 
liar pi ave in the regard of Indiana. 
His chief physical 
characteristic 
was his voice—a voice that thundei- 
cd with equal success from the auc­ 
tion block and tin* political platform. 
Few cities in the state 
had 
not 
heard his funny stories at one time 
or another although 
his political 
activities were confined to city a l­ 
fa irs. 
Ill all week, and chafing at the 
inactivity to which he was unacous- 
tomed, Shank told his wife 
todav j 
that “ I never felt better in my life,” 
bul at her urging, returned to bed. 
Ten minutes later, he was dead. 
Death came at 7 :40 a. m., 
and ; 
was due to heart 
disease 
eoupleu 
with acute indigestion. 
Shank was at work as late 
as 
yesterday afternoon when In* visited 
his warehouse otliee tor a briet time 
to see 
that 
things 
were 
going ¡ 
smoothly 
and 
conversed 
with 
friends. 
The last public 
appearance 
lie 
made was Thursday when 
he was 
called by the state 
a s a rebuttal 
witness in the trial of Mayor John 
1,. Duvall, his s u c c e s s o r 
in office. 
Owing to an objection by the 
de­ 
fense, he did not testify. 
In the 1924 primary, Shank made 
his only excursion into stati* politics. 
Tic was a candidate for Governor, 
but did not figure seriously in the 
race. 
Dozens of long distance and local 
telephone calls were 
received 
at 
S h a n k ' s Golden Hill home during the 
morning. Newspapers were besieged 
with inquiries. So quickly did 
hi< 
death become known through

Ind, Sept. 24—<U.R)— 
ingle federal district 
Indiana is unwieldy, 
other wise faulty, ac­ 
cording to a statement given out to­ 
day* bv a group ot investigators who 
are sponsoring a movement 
among 
Indiana senators and 
congressmen 
to divide the state into two 
inde­ 
pendent districts, with an adminis­ 
trative ofli'-c in northern Indiana. 
The report claims that under the 
present svstom of two federal jud­ 
ges, but only one United States Dis­ 
trict attorney, one marshal and one 
clerk, the details <>t 
tration are fraught 
errors and are conductive to costly 
delays. 
The plan to divide the state into 
a northern district with three divis­ 
ions and a southern district 
with 
lour divisions, giving both districts

of the evils that exist at this time.

Tim Arlington bank, which 
was 
broken into on the night of July 29, 
and an attempt made to gain 
en- 
tram-e through the side ol the vault, 
was included in the list of banks 
robbed bv a gang of which Raymond 
Fletcher, ex-Indianapolis policeman, 
was leader, and who is held follow­ 
ing his arrest lam week in Nashville, 
I lid. 
Little details of the affair 
arc 
lacking, according to Frank Downey 
of the Arlington hank, 
who stated 
todav that several officials of a n i n ­ 


v e s t i g a t i n g c o m m i s s i o n have visited 
the bank in Arlington recently, and 
had told the hank'officials 
at Ar­ 
lington that a confession 
had been 
made. 
The confession is believed to have 
been made by a second member of 
the gang, by » man h.v the name of 
Parker <>r Kddington, who is now 
serving a prison term. Fourteen hank 
robberies are involved, it is stated, 
and a considerable amount of money 
in rewards is said to he an issue in 
the affair. 
The banks of Rush county arc 
members ot the Kush f ounty Bank­ 
ers Federation, and have posted 
a 
$1,009 reward for the capture “ dead 
or a l i v e , ” arrest and conviction of 
auv bank robber who has anything 
to do with the robbing of a bank in 
this county, and there is some ques­ 
tion as to whether the reward in the 
Arlington case must he paid. 
Fletcher was arrested in Brown 
county by the sheriff who gave chase 
when he violated the speeding l a w s 
through Nashville, and when caught 
a search of his car revealed a quan­ 
tity of tools used for breaking into 
bank safes. 
addition there was a shipment 
of n a r c o t i c s in the machine, and he 
was held pending an investigation 
on several charges. Fletcher admit­ 
ted r o b b i n g the bank at Poneto, near 
Bluffton, of $20,000, and implicated 
Bert Parker, who has several other 
names, including that of Eddington. 
Parker w a s sentenced to prison from 
Bluffton on the Poneto bank rob­ 
bery, and it is understood that 
lie 
in turn gave a list of banks, which 
included the attempt made at Ar­ 
lington in July*. 
Fletcher is also 
hold in federal 
court for violation 
of the narcotic 
laws.

Mrs. Gladd declared. Nevertheless, 
Mrs. AY. AY. Reedy, president of the 
union, said that the attendance at a 
business meeting yesterday* was 35 
greater than ordinarily*. 
While publicity director of 
the 
union lust June, Airs. Reedy denied 
a statement attributed to Airs. Gladd 
that the union had asked Attorney 
General Arthur L. Gilliom to with­ 
draw 
“ embarassing” 
questions 
about medicinal whiskey. 
Gilliom had asked if the members 
of

as 
mothers 
would sanction the use of medicinal 
whiskey if the lives of their children 
could be saved in no other way.

Eliza Cummins, 
101 years old, who died Thursday* at 
her home in AA aldron where she lived 
with a niece, Aliss Anna 3 liompson. 
Death of Mrs. Cummins followed 
an illness of several months coming 
after a severe fall which sin* suffered 
last spring, and after which she was 
never able to walk. She was 
the 
da lighter of James Hums, a former 
Rush County resident, and deceased 
members of the family* are buried at 
the Little Flatrock cemetery, where 
she was interred today. 
The services were conducted this 
morning at AValdron by* the Rev. ( . 
B. Atkinson of that place, and 
the 
cortege was to arrive at the ceme­ 
tery southeast of Rushville during 
the 110011 hour for final services and 
burial. 
Airs. Cummins attained the 
dis­ 
tinction of being the only centenar­ 
ian in Shelby couty when she 
cele­ 
brated her one hundredth birthday 
on April 25, 1926. Sin* 
took 
the 
place that had been vacated at the 
death of her sit or. Airs. 
Minerva 
Thompson, who passed away 
Alay 
31, 192.3, *at the age of one hundred 
three years. Airs. 
Thompson 
hud 
received 
considerate 
publicity 
throughout the state and the coun­ 
try for the unique distinction of her 
age and the fact that all members of 
her family had been long lived, but 
AHs. Cummins was of a more retic­ 
ent nature and declined to discuss 
her age except among friends, or to 
pose for the many 
pictures 
tluit 
were requested of her. 
The family* lias been known 
in 
Shelby* county for many* years 
be­ 
cause of the ages attained by the 
members. James Burns, father 
of 
Airs. Cummins and Airs. Thompson, 
was one hundred years old when he 
died in 1878. He was born in 177S 
in Virginia and was a descendant ot 
one of the-first families 
of 
that 
state. Air. Burns and his wife, Dru- 
eilla Burns, settled in 
Kentucky, 
where their family was reared. Air. 
Burns had fought iii the AYar 
of 
1812 and was a leading war veteran 
of his day in the community where 
he lived. 
Airs. Cummins was born in Alacou 
county, Kentucky*, and spent 
her 
early life in that community. 
She 
was married in 1851 to Daniel Cum­ 
mins and some y*ears later the cou­ 
ple established their home in Shelby­ 
ville. Air. Cummins was engaged in 
the undertaking business in Shelby­ 
ville. After disposing of his business 
interests there, Air. and Airs. Cum­ 
mins moved to a 
western 
state, 
where he died nine years ago. Airs. 
Cummins returned to Shelby* county 
and took up her residence with her 
late sister, Airs. Thompson, and her 
niece. She had one so n , 
Alarion 
Cummins who died a number

admirers in the eity and sta te ,” 
Newspapermen who covered

City Hall during Shank’s term

office reeeved the news with tears in 
their eyes. 
They recalled that nothing

cerning his adm inistration w as kept 
secret from them. There w as an nn- 
derstandng by which they were 
at 
liberty to publish anything 
they 
learned which went as f a r as to in­

stairway into Shank s office at any 
time they wished to see him. 
This often proved embarassing to 
politicians who

Shank, but their discomfiture seemed 
to amuse him. 
When the first Airs. Shank died in 
1924, Shank was 
grief-stricken. 
L a ter in the same year, however, Ire 
was married a second time to Airs. 
Eva Finley, of Kendallville, Ind. 
The widow and one brother, C ar­ 
lin Shank, living 
near 
Lawrence, 
Ind. are the only immediate surviv­ 
ors. 
Funeral 
arrangem ents 
have not 
been completed. 
Throughout 
the country, 
Shank 
was noted as one of the most color­ 
ful and spectacular «men in public 
life. But his was an humble begin­ 
ning. 
Born Feb. 23, 1872, he attended 
common schools in Indianapolis and 
was a student in Shortridgc 
high 


sc h o o l. After 
two 
years 
in high 
school, he left to go to work. His 
first ¡oh was as a furniture salesman 
hut it was not 
long before he a d ­ 
vanced. At the time of his death, he 
had a comfortable fortune, sufficient 
to retire, but retirement was the last 
thing that would have occurred 
to 
him. 
While 
he rose 
in the 
business 
world, he advanced a lso in politics. 
Just old enough to vote, he became 
active in the republican party. E a r­ 
ly in his c a re e r, lie was defeated for 
city 
c o u n c ilm a n—one 
ot his 
few 
political losses. Not daunted, he c o n ­ 
tinued to “ learn polities inside and 
o u t,” a n d at 25 was elected to coun­ 
ty recorder. By that time, lie had a 
large personal following. L ater 
it 
became g reater than that of an \ o t­ 
h e r m a n in public life in the city and 
carried him into the office of mayor 
twice. 
Sharing his successes was his first 
wife, 
Sarah 
who 
died 
in 
1924. 
“ Lew 
and 
Sarah 
became 
a 
campaign 
phrase 
and 
“ me 
and S a ra h ” was a favorite reference 
by Shank. 
It became 
a campaign 
slogan in 1921 when 
he emerged 
from political obscurity to become 
m ayor a second time. 
'Shank took office as m ayor 
for 
the first time in 1910. He served iin- 
I til a few months before 
the 
term 
ended and then—in the midst of 
a 
street ear and team ster 
strike— he 
"resigned. The next five y ears he de­ 
voted to 
building 
up his 
storage 
house bu sin ess— which brought him 
more money, hut. less public a tte n ­ 
tion, than 
his 
auctioneering. 
In 
1917, he was the candidate of the 
“ home ru le ” p arty for mayor, losing 
to the democrat and republican can ­ 
didates by the narrowest 
of m a r­ 
gins. 
Shank naively announced in 1921 
that the public utilities had control­ 
led him in his first term, but th at he 
had learned his lessons well 
since 
then. Bitterly opposed, Shank won 
over Boyd M. Ralston, democrat, by 
the largest m ajority in the 
city’s 
history.

During the absence of Teeumseh, 
the Prophet made a prem ature effort 
to open the w ar against the 
whites. 
He was met at the battle of Tippe­ 
canoe by Harrison, who severely de­ 
feated him. Teeumseh arriving from 
the south, hastily formed an aliance 
with the British general, 
Proctor, 
general in the British forces, 
and 
accepted a commission as brigadier- 
a fte r charging P roctor’ with 
cow­ 
ardice forced him to make a stand 
against the Americans 
on 
the 
i names River across the C anadian 
line.

Mrs. Cummins was of a more retic- 
ent nature and declined to dismiss 
her age except among friends, or to 
pose for the many pictures

were requested of her. 


The family has been known in 


Shelby bounty for many years be- 
cause of the ages attained by the 
members. James Burns, father 
of 


Mrs. Cummins and Mrs. Thompson, 
was1 one hundred years old when he 
died in 1878. He was born in 1778. 
in Virginia and was a descendant of 
one of the-first families 
of that 


state. Mr. Burns and his wife, Dru- 
cilla Burns, settled in 
Kentucky, 


where their family was reared. Mr. 
Burns had fought in the War of 
1812 and was a leading war veteran, 
of his day in the community where 
he lived. 


Mrs. Cummins was born in Macoit 


county, Kentucky, and spent- her 
early life in that community.

former city controller, Joseph 
Hogue. 


"The hoys havc'lost, the 
finest, 


friend they ever had," said Hogue. 
"He'd rather give you a dollar than 
take a penny any day." 


Gov. Ed Jaekson, in a message of 


sympathy, said "Lew Shank was a 
fine, big hearted man of extremely 
rugged, character. In his own pecul- 
iar, but forceful manner, he made 
his contribution to the 
community, 


our deepest symathy goes out 
to 


Mrs. Shank, members of the family 
and his innumerable friends 
and 


admirers in the city and state.-" 


Newspapermen who covered 
the 


City Hall during Shank's term of 
office recevcd the news with tears in 
their eyes. 


They recalled that nothing 
con- 


cerning his administration was kept 
secret from them. There was an nn- 
derstandng by which they were at 
liberty to publish anything 
they 


learned which went as far as to in- 
clude use of a semi-secret spiral 
stairway into Shank's office at any 
time they wished to see him. 


This often proved embarassing to 


politicians who ; conferred 
with 


Shank, but their discomfiture -seemed 
to amuse him. 


When the first Mrs. Shank died in 


1924, Shank 'was 
grief-stricken. 


Later in the same year, however, he 
was married a second time to Mrs. 
Eva Rnlcy, of Kendallville, Ind. 


The wid'ow and one brother, Car- 


lin Shank, living near Lawrence, 
Ind. arc the only immediate surviv- 


s. 
Funeral arrangements have not 


been completed. 


Throughout the country, 
Shank 


was noted as one of the most color- 
ful and spectacular unen in public 
life. Hut his was an humble begin- 
ning. 


Born Feb. 23, 1872, he attended 


common schools in Indianapolis and 
•was a student in Shortridge high 
SL-liool. After 
two 
years 
in high 


school, he left to g-o to work. His 
first job was as a furniture salesman 
but it was not long- before he ad- 
vanced. At the time of his death, he 
had a comfortable fortune, sufficient 
to retire, but retirement was the last 
thin^ that would have occurred to 
him. 


\Vliile 
he rose in the business 


world, he advanced also in politk-s. 
Just old enough to vote, he became 
active in the republican party. Ear- 
ly in his career, he was defeated for 
city 
councilman—one of his 
few 


political losses. Not daunted, he (con- 
tinued to "learn politics inside and 
out," and at 25 was elected to coun- 
ty recorder. By, that time, he had a 
large personal following. Later 
it 


became greater than that of any ot- 
her man in public life in the city and 
carried him into the office of mayor 
twice. 


Sharing his successes was his first 


wife, Sarah 
who died 
in 
1924. 


"Lew 
and 
Sarah" 
became a 


campaign 
phrase 
and 
"me 


and Sarah" was a favorite reference 
by Shank. It became a campaign 
slogan in 1921 when 
he emerged 


from political obscurity to become 
mayor a second time. 


Shank took office as mayor 
for 


the first time in 1910. lie served un- 
til a few months before the 
term 


ended and then—in the midst of a 
street car and teamster strike—he 
'resigned. The next ftve years he de- 
voted to 
building up his storage 


house business—which brought him 
more money, but. less public atten- 
tion, than 
his 
auctioneering. 
In 


1917, he was the candidate of the 
"home rule" party for mayor, losing 
to the democrat and republican can- 
didates by the narrowest 
of mar- 


gins. 


Shank naively announced in 1921 


that the public utilities had control- 
led him in his first term, but that he 
had learned his lessons well sine* 
then. Bitterly opposed, Shank -woa 
over Boyd M. Ralston, democrat, by 
the largest majority in the city's 
history. 


Lew Shank, former mayor of In- 


dianapolis, who' died suddenly this 
morning, was not an unfamiliar fig- 
ure in Rushville, though he has not 
been here for several years. When 
Rushville held a horse show each fall 
Shank never failed to attend, and in 
this manner made a large acquain- 
tance here. He has also spoken here 
during political campaigns.

Less in Use Than the Automobile 
Mrs. Edward 
Franklin White, 


First Vice President of General 
Federation of Women's Clubs, 
Tells National Electric Light As- 
sociation Meeting 


French Lick, Ind., Sept, 24—<U.R> 
Mrs. Edward Franklin White, first 


vice-President of the General Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs, says that 
American people own 
more 
radio 


sets and automobiles than both tubs 
and vacuum cleaners. In her appeal 
before the Great 
Lakes 
Division, 


National Klectric. Light Association 
here, Mrs. White expressed her view 
of the American home. 


Mrs. White says the 
equipment 


might be classified as monotony re- 
lievers, drudgery killers 
and germ 


discouragers. 
Automobiles 
and 


phonographs, 
radios, 
telephones 


and pianos are classed 
by 
Mrs. 


White as the (monotony relievers and 
the washing machine, sewing 
ma- 


chine, dishwashers, vacuum cleaners 
and refrigerators 
are 
the second 


class of monotony relievers. 


"The 
monotony 
relievers which 


affect the whole family are 
found 


even in urban homes to greatly out- 
strip both the drudgery killers which 
affect that mother exclusively, and 
the germ discouragers. The baby of 
the monotony relievers, 
the radio, 


outranks all the labor savers except 
the vai-'iniii cleaner and the laundry 
tub, and even the tub has been out- 
distanced in places of less than 5,- 
000 people. In villages, the kitchen 
sink is less in. use than the automo- 
hile. 


"The 
germ discouragers 
have 


their innings in cities between five 
and a hundred, 
thousand, 'but 
it 


looks as if this were a matter of 
compulsion in health, for where there 
is greater freedom of choice, the 
automobile is usually preferable to 
the bath tub and the flush-toilet,'' 
Mrs. White says. 


Mrs. White, in her nppeal'tb the 


utility executives, urges that they 
help educate housewives in greater 
use-of the home labor-saving devices 
and germ killing, devices, and pledged 
the Federation to work to the sanne 
goal. 


Three-fourths of -Indiana homes 


use clectricitv for lighting, 'but this 
depends on the size of the city, ajc- 
cordinf to Mrs. White. 


In Indianapolis, onlv 50 percent 


arc lighted hv electricity, but 
in 


towns of "i 'in 50 thousand. «2 of 
every hm<1rpfl homes; are so lighted. 
Use of electricity for iwwer, as for 
vacuum cleaners, ranges from 23 to 
47 percent. 
Thirtv-nine of 100 


homes in medium sized towns 
use 


electric washin" machines but in 
towns ">i/l^r LOW onlv 13 women 
oiit of TOO use them. 


When w«> realize fynt. accord'*? to 


the St.it" Ronrfl of Health. 85 to 
every, 100 leases of typhoid result

pier of the two house-keepers.
